sue. (Nuclear radiation falls under this cate- 
gory.) FCC regulated frequencies do not have | 
sufficient’ energy to cause ionization, but in 2 
sufficient amounts are capable of causing | 


damage through generation of heat. . 
The exact means by which damage is. 
caused and degree resulting. from: a given | 


intensity. are. not fully understood by the. 
scientific community. OSHA (Occupational | 
Safety and. Health Administration) and the 
EPA have jurisdiction over various regulatory

It appears that the standard will be 
200 _microvoits per. square centimeter. At, 
present, the OSHA “advisory ceiling™ is 10° 
milliwatts per square _ centimeter averaged | 
over a six.minute period.

In discussing how 
output power will be measured, the FCC 
Stated, "should we decide upon other stan- 
dards in the future,. we will release them 
in publie notices." ARRL fears that 
changing substantive standards in this 


manner would totally eliminate the chance 
for public comment that should be 
available in an administrative rule making 
Proceeding: The League feels that this is 
& violation of Section 553 of the Adminis- 
trative Procedure Act. 


The new Novice testing procedures have 
been in effect for two weeks now, and some 
feedback has filtered back to Hq. from the 
trenches. In general, both the givers and 


.the takers of Novice exams seem to he 


pleased. it appears that about three 
weeks has been chopped off between the 
time the applicant takes the code exam and 
the receipt of the license. With less 
waiting, it is easier to keep the enthu- 
Siasm high. Negative comments have to do 
with the perceived differences in level of 
difficulty from one question to the next, 
the subjective aspects of grading essay- 
type exams and the perceived increased 
possibility for abuse of the system. 

ARRL Hq. has mailed each revistered 
instructor the new supplement updating 
Tune In The World, which contains the 
200-question Novice examination bank in 
both the original (essay) format and in 
the multiple-choice format. An answer key 
is provided for the muitipie-choice for- 
mat. Hq. will provide a sample 20-—ques- 
tion. multiple-choice exam to any licensed 
ham planning to give a Novice exam -- just 
send a business size s.a.s.e. to Hq. along 
with your request.
